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PREFACE. 



This edition is intended to supply 
a deficiency which has long been 
felt in the schools of our country. 

The American Dictiovaet of 
Dr. Webster, is now considered, by 
universal consent, as standing at 
the head of English Lexicography. 
The depth and acumen of its ety- 
mological researches, the richness 
of its vocabulary, and the accuracy 
and completeness of its definitions, 
have given it this high pre-emi- 
nence. Its reputation is equally 
great in England and America. A 
distinguished European scholar has 
pronounced it ''one of the necessa-, 
ries of life to a literary man." It is 
thejefore of the utmost importance, 
that abridgments of it be made, 
suited to the various stages of edu- 
cation, and leading the pupil grad- 
ually forward firom the Author's 
Elementary Spelling Book, of which 
a million of copies are annually pub- 
lished, to the great work which 
seems destined to exert so powerful 
an influence on our language. The 



only deficiency in this series, has 
been the want of an edition suited 
to our more elevated classes of 
schools and academies. This de- 
ficiency is here supplied by present- 
ing the University edition in a more 
condensed form, and embracing all 
the Ic^test improvements of the larger 
works. To aid the pupil in under- 
standing the structure and grammat- 
ical relations of our langua^/ the 
irregular plurals of nouns are given, 
together with the preterits and per- 
fect participles of irregular verbs. 
As a means of cre^itin^ an interest 
iu"tlt^n|oIogidai iiK^ries, the de- 
fiviationr of 'words are frequently 
trad^cF; '£p4^ th^^pjapil will thus be 
led to ^t}»r' into. -those researches 
which ^Q yfil\ py^vifii hereafter with 
so much interest and instruction in 
the pages of the American Diction- 
ary. As an aid to pronunciation, 
the words are carefully divided into 
syllables, on the principles adopted 
by the author, as the result of his 
latest inquiries into the subject.^ 
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The sounds of the letters are indi- 
cated by Dr. Webster's admirable 
invention of figured letters. The 
words are in many instances re- 
spelled to insure greater certainty ; 
and the work is thus made a most 
convenient pronouncing dictionary. 
The vocabulary is equally copious 
with that of any similar works de- 
signed for High Schools and Acad- 
emies. It contains all the important 
words of our language, in connec- 
tion with those exact and compre- 
hensive definitions for which Dr. 
Webster's Dictionary has been so 



much distinguished, and many words 
and phrases from other languages 
which are often met with in Eng- 
lish books, with a brief definition of 
each. No efforts have been spared 
to mjake this work suited to the im- 
portant place which it is designed 
to occupy in the education of our 
country ; to render it coincident in 
every respect with the recently re- 
vised edition of the Author's large 
work, and especially to render it 
worthy of the distinguished reputa- 
tion whfch he has gained in almost 
every quarter of the globe.

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MEMOIR. 



Noah Webster was bom in West Hart- 
ford, in the state of Connecticut, on the 16th 
of October, 1758. His father was a re- 
spectable farmer and justice of the peace, 
and was a descendant of John Webster, 
from Warwickshire, England, one of the 
origrinal settlers in Hartmrd, and for a pe- 
riod governor of the state of Connecticut 
His mother, a superior and excellent wo- 
man, was a descendant of William Brad- 
ford, the second governor of Plymouth col- 
ony. 

He passed his boyhood like the sons of 
other farmers, in agricultural occupations 
during most of the year ; attending a dis- 
trict school in the wmter, and spendmg the 
long evenings of that season at the family 
fireside, in the study of those rudiments of 
an English education, which were then 
taught m common schools. 

\Vhen fourteen years of age, from that 
love of knowledge which was the ruling 
passion of his life, he commenced the study 
of the classics, under the instruction of the 
clergyman of the place, the Rev. Nathan 
Perkins, D. D. ; and in 1774 was admitted 
a member of the Freshman class in Yale 
College. 

While a student, he showed the same 
traits of character which were aflerward 
fully developed ; the same spirit of investi- 
gation, the same industrious habits, the 
same love of order and propriety in things 
and in persons around him, the same ad- 
herence to truth and honor in his own con- 
duct 

In his junior year, New England was 
thrown into consternation by the famous 
expedition of Gen. Burgoyne. It was uni- 
versally feared that what that commander 
had vauntingly said in the British parlia- 



ment, that with a few thousand men he 
could march over the country, might prove 
to be no idle boast He at once volun- 
teered his services under the commcmd of 
his father, who was captain in the cdarm 
list. In that campaign, all the males in 
the family, four in number, were in the 
army at the same time, and continued in 
it till the surrender of Burgoyne. There 
was kindled in his breast the fire of patri- 
otism, which was extinguished only with 
his life. Notwithstanding the interruption 
of his studies by causes connected with the 
war, Mr. Webster graduated with reputa- 
tion in 1778. 

He was now thrown upon his own efforts 
for subsistence. On his return from the 
Commencement, when he graduated, his 
father gave him an eight-<lollar bill of the 
continental currency, worth about a dollar 
in silver, and told him he must henceforth 
rely upon himself for support In order to 
deira^ his current expenses, he en^ged in 
teaching school at Hartford, residing dur- 
ing the summer of 1779 in the family of 
Mr., aflerward Chief Justice Ellsworth. 

In 178 L he was admitted to the practice 
of the law, a profession which he had stu- 
died in the intervals of hit regular employ- 
ment While engaged in his studies, he 
noted down every word whose meaning he 
did not distinctly understand, for the pur- 
pose of further examination. The num- 
ber of words thus noted, of which he could 
find no definitions at all, or only very im- 
perfect ones, deeply impressed upon his 
mind the deficiencies of the best dictiona- 
ries then in use. 

But, as the embarrassments of the coun- 
try forbade him to hope for immediate prac- 
tice in his profession, in 1782, while the 
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American army was Ivinff on the bank 
the HudK>n,he ettabliBneoa clasnoal school 
in Goshen, Orange county^ New York. 
The country was imj^venshed; inter- 
course with Great Britam was interrupted; 
and there was no certain prospect ofneace ; 
school books were scarce, and hardly ob- 
tainable, and some of them full of errors. 
In these circumstances, he compiled two 
small elementary works for teaching the 
English language. In the autumn of that 
year, he rode to Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of showing his manuscripts to gentle- 
men of influence, and obtaimng a law for 
securing to authors the cojiv-right of their 
publications. Having exhibited his manu- 
scripts to several members of the Conti- 
nental Conffress then in session, among 
whom was Mr. Madison, and to the Rev. 
Stanhope Smith, then professor of theology 
at Nassau Hall, Princeton, and aflerwi^ 
president of that institution, he was by them 
encouraged to prosecute his design. 

Accordingly, having at Goshen devoted 
the winter to the revision of his manu- 
scripts, and the introduction of some im- 
provements suggested by gentlemen in 
Princeton and Philadelphia, he returned in 
1783 to Hartford, where he published the 
^ First Part of a Grammatical histihUe 
qf thjt En§^lish Language^^^ a title adopted 
at the suggestion of President Stiles, but 
aflerward changed for another. The sec- 
ond and third parts were published in the 
years immediately foUowing. These books, 
comprising a spelling Ix^k, an English 
grammar, and a compilation for reading, 
were the first books or the kind published 
in the United States. They were gradu- 
ally introduced into most or the schools in 
the country. 

The imjvrovements upon Dilw(»^ and 
similar British works, introduced into his 
spelling book, were : 1. A division of syl- 
lables accoraing to the pronunciation. 
Thus, Ao-frif, tarient, the English mode, 
was rejected, and hab4t, tal-ent, substitu- 
ted. 2. The reduction of the terminating 
letters <um, nanj into one syllable. Thus, 
the English mthtiron, de-m-mrorif were re- 
duced to mo-tton, de4ti^sum. 3. A Key to 
the pronuDCtation of the vowels, and such 
an arrangement of words, that a single 



ofjiigare indicatad the proper sound of the 

' voweb of the accented syllables in whole 

columns. 4. A new classification of words, 

bringing into the same tables words of a 

like formatioo. 

At first, when he came to Hartford to 
publish this book, he could find no man 
who encouraged him to expect to succeed, 
except Judge Trumbull and Joel Barbw. 
Indeed, upon its first publication, it met 
with much oppositbn. A pamphlet, enti- 
tled ^DUworW9 Qhoat^ was extensively 
circulated, for the purpose of deterring the 

{mblic from using it But the people, not 
Tightened at that gho&t^ used the book. 
About twenty millions have been published, 
and the demand is increasing. More per- 
sons have learned to read from it than there 
are inhabitanu in the United States. ^ To 
its influence, more than to anv other cause, 
is this country indebted for that remarka- 
ble uniformity of pronunciation which is 
oilten spoken of wiUi surprise by English 
travelers." ' 
Soon aAer the close of the war, there 



grew up in the coonUyj especiallv in the 
northern parts of it, a violent ana organ- 
ized opposition to the hall-pay and commu- 
tation acts, passed by Congress, for the re- 
lief of the army of the revoTutbn. Indeed, 
so extensive and deep-seated were the pop- 
ular discontents, expressed both against 
Congress and the disbanded army, as to 
threaten the most dangerous civil dissen- 
tions. In this emergency, Mr. Webster, 
from a regard to justice, as well to those 
who fnnght as to those who legislated for 
the weU'are of their country, enopbyed his 
pen so successfully in defense ofCongress, 
and in allaying discontent in Connecticut, 
that he received the thanks of Governor 
Trumbull in person, and was publicly de- 
clared by a member of the council, <' to 
have done more to supp>rt the authority of 
Congress, at this cnsis, than any other 
man." 

Like many other intelligent men, Mr. 
Webster early perceived the insufficiency 
of the old confeaeration for the purposes of 
gpvemment The war, by forcing the 
states to^t in concert, gave it whatever 
of strength it had. Peace, by removing 
the oommoQ danger, provea its weakness.

In the winler of 1784-5, hepablished hie 
^ Skeickes of American PoUof^ in which 
he urged the establiehmeot of a new ibrm 
of government, which should ''act, not on 
the states, as did the old confederation, but 
directly on individuals also, like the present 
system.'' This pamphlet, in the spring of 
1785, was by him presented to Qeneral 
Washington, at Mount Vernon, who refer- 
red the arguments to a member of the le- 
gislature of Virginia. It contained, it is 
Believed, the first distinct proposal made 
through the medium of the press, for a new 
constitution of the United States. 

One object of Mr. Webster's journey 
south, at this as at other timoi, was to oh- 
tain laws from the state le^slatures, 
curing to authors the exclusive right to the 
publication of their productions. He was, 
to some extent, successful Some of the 
states passed such laws. ^ Public atten- 
tion was thus called to provision for the 
support of American literature, which was 
rendered more effectual by a coprvH '_' 
law enacted by Congress in 1790." ^In 
1826, he resumed his efforts on the subject 
in order to procure such an alteration of 
the law as snould. by giving extension to 
the rights of autbors, secure to them a 
more ample reward. To accomplish this, 
he spent a winter in Washington, in the 
years 1830-31. An act was passed by 
Congress at the session of that season, 
more liberal in its provisions them the for- 
mer law. In his journeys to effect this ob- 
ject, tmd in his bng attendance afterward 
at Washington, he es^ended nearly a year 
of time. 

On his return from the south, in 1785, he 
prepared, in Baltimore, a course of lectures 
upon the English language, which, in the 
next year, were delivered in the principal 
Atlantic cities, and which were published 
in 1789, under the title of ^DiMerUxtiom 
on the English LangVMgeP 

In the year 1787, during which he su- 
perintended a school in Philadelphia, the 
convention which formed the present Con- 
stitution, were in sessbn in that ci^. 
When tney had finished their work, w. 
Webster was solicited by Mr. Fitzsimmons, 
one of the members, to give the aid of his 
pen io recommeodiiig the new npMnak of 



ffovemment to the people. Accordingly, 
for this purpose, he wrote a namphlet, en- 
titled ^^ An Examination of the Leading 
FrvncvpUe of the Federal Conetiiuiion,^ 

In 1789, Mr. Webster married a daugh- 
ter of William Greenleaf, Es(|^., of Boston, 
a lady of a highly cultivated mtellect, and 
of great elegance and grace of manners. 
His friend Trumbull speaks of this event 
in one of his letters to Wolcott, who was 
then at New York, in his characteristic 
vein of humor. ^ Webster has returned, 
and btought with him a very prett^r wife. 
I wish him success; but I doubt, in the 
present decay of business incur profession, 
whether his profits will enable him to keep 
up the style he sets out with. I fear h^ 
will breakfast upon Institutes, dine upon 
Dissertations, and go to bed supperiess." 
The result, however, was more favorable 
than it appeared in the sportive anticipa- 
tions of Trumbull. Mr. Webster found 
lus business profitable, and continually in- 
creasing, during his residence of some 
years in the practice of the law at Hartford. 

In 1793, he was solicited by some emi- 
nent statesmen to establish a paper in the 
city of New York, in defense of Washing- 
ton's administration, then violently assailed 
by the partisans of France. Accordingly^, 
from his strong attachment to the princi- 
ples of the Father of his Country, ne re- 
moved to New York, and there established 
a daily paper, called the Minerva, with 
which he connected a semi-weekly paper^ 
called the Herald, names which were a^ 
terward changed to those of the Commer^ 
cial AdverHaer, and the New York Specta- 
tor. This was the first example of a pa- 
per for the country, made up from the col- 
umns of a daily paper without re-comiMMi- 
tbn, a practice which ui now common. 

In 1795, he published, in vindicatk>n of 
Mr. Jay^s treaty with Great Britain, to 
which there was violent opposition, a series 
of papers, under the signature of Curtius, 
which were extensively re-printed through- 
out the country^ and which, in the opinion 
of Mr. Rufus King, expressed to Mr. Jay, 
did more than any other papers of the same 
kind to allay the opposition to the treaty. 
In 1799, as the result of laborious investigar 
tuMD, he publidied in two volumes, octavo^ 
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his « History of Pe^Uential DiseoBes^' 
which was re-published ihe same year in 
England. In 1802 he published his cele- 
brated T realise on the " RighLa of Near 
trals;" and the same year, Historical No- 
tices of " Banking Inaiiiuiions and Insur- 
ance Offices,''^ Mr. Webster, in the spring 
of 1798 removed to New Haven. 

In the preface to his '* Compendious 
Dictionary ^^^ published in January, 1806, 
he announced to the public that he had en- 
tered on tlie great work of his life, to which 
his studies had been immediately directed 
for some years, that of compiling a new 
and complete dictionary of the English 
language. Some of the reasons for doing 
this, are set forth in his published " Letter 
to Dr. David Ramsay ^^ Charleston, South 
Carolina. During the many years in which 
his attention had been turned to the sub- 
ject, he had become deeply convinced of 
the need of a dictionary which, in the ex- 
tent of its vocabularv, and the fullness of 
its definitions, would be commensurate 
with the progress of the language, as writ- 
ten and spoken. The English and the 
American nations had been rapidly advan- 
cing in the discoveries of science, m the in- 
ventions of art, in new modes of thought 
The language had kept pace with these 
improvements and changes, by the intro- 
duction of n^w terms, or by the extended 
use of old ones. But lexicography had 
stood still fifty years, from 1755, when 
Johnson's Dictionary was published. Mr. 
Webster, while he duly appreciated the 
difficulty of the task, undertook it upon high 
public grounds. In the letter mentioned 
above, he remarks: ^*The undertaking is 
Herculean ; but it is of far less consequence 
to me than to my Country.^ 

It is no easy task to collect the " winged 
words" we speak, and give them stability 
and form, and •' local habitation." He who 
would do it, must be not only conversant 
with the usages of the best speakers and 
best writers, out also with the laws which 
govern the structure of language in gen- 
eral, and of his own in particular. He must 
jbe acquainted, in some degree, with all the 
arts and sciences, in order to explain their 
terms. And since, in the wide field of 



knowledge. << some words are budding, and 
some are railing away," he must explore 
that field, in order to gather the living and 

Sermanent, and to know when to reject the 
ead or the transient. In short, as one has 
strikingly said, " a dictionary extracts and 
condenses the essence of all other books ; 
it holds, as in embryo, the elements of all 
things known." And then, too, in the pro- 
nunciation and orthography, there are 
many perplexing difficulties connected with 
divided usage, conflicting analogies, au- 
thorities at variance with each other, and 
unsettled derivations. Moreover, a correct 
classification of the parts of speech involves 
the application of a refined logic. Besides 
these. Dr. Webster met with unexpected 
embarrassment in the departments of ety- 
mologjr. After writing through two let- 
ters of the alphabet, he laid aside his man- 
uscripts, and endeavored, by a comparison 
of words having the same or cognate radi- 
cal letters, in twenty different languages, 
to discover the real or probable affinities 
between the English and other languages, 
and thus to obtain a more correct knowl- 
edge of the origin and primary sense of 
words. In this department of lexicography, 
he labored ten years, in the careful com- 
parison of radical words, and in forming a 
" Synopsis of the principal words in ticenty 
languages, arranged in classes under their 
primary elements or letters.^^ After com- 
pleting this synopsis, he proceeded to finish 
the work. 

During the proffress of these labors, Mr. 
Webster, finding his resources inadequate 
to the support ot his family at New Haven, 
removed, in 1812, to Amherst, a pleasant 
country town in Massachusetts. Here, 
notwithstanding his devotedness to his stu- 
dies, he entered with his characteristic ar- 
dor into the literary and social interests of 
the place ; promoted agricultural improve- 
ments, himself cultivating a few acres; 
represented the town at different times in 
the General Court of Massachusetts, as he 
had done New Haven in the General As- 
sembly of Connecticut ; employed his influ- 
ence in the establishment, first of the acad- 
emy, and then of the college, of whose 
Board of Trustees he was president; de- 
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livered the address at laying the coraer- 
stone of the first college edifice, and in- 
ducted the first president into oflice. 
I In 1822, Mr. Webster returned to New 
I Haven. In 1823, he received the degree 
■ oi^ LL. D. from x ale College. In June, 
1821, be sailed for Europe, with a view to 
I perfect his work, by consulting literary men 
I abroad, and by examining standard au- 
thors, to which ne could not have access in 
I this country. He spent two months at Pa- 
I ris, in consulting rare works in the Biblio- 
theque du Roi^ and then went tp England, 
1 where he remained till May, 1826. He 
I spent several months at the University of 
I Cambridge, where he had free access to 
the public libraries, and there he finished 
1 the ^* American DuUionaiy." 
i An edition was published in 1828. This 
j contained twelve thousand words, and be- 
tween thirty and forty thousand definitions, 
I not found in any preceding dictionary. An 
I edition was soon ailer published in Eng- 
land. In 1841, another edition was pub- 
j lished in this country, containing, with 
' those in the addenda, about eighteen thou- 
I sand additional words. 
I Of the merits of that dictionary, it does 
not fall within the limits of this notice to 
I speak. It is sufficient to say. that in the 
. estimation oC those best qualified, both in 
. this country and in Europe, to form a cor- 
' rect judgment, it has taken the same place 
at the head of English lexicography, which 
I Johnson's great work took ninety years 
I ago. With the excellencies of that work 
I it unites other excellencies, corresponding 
] with the advanced state of philology, and 
' the progress of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
I Besides his principal productions, above 
I mentioned, there are numerous others to be 
I included in a complete list of his writings. 
Dr. Webster loved truth in all its mani- 
j festations, whether in science or art, wheth- 
I er in politics and history, or in morals and 
reUgion. Though absorbed for years in 
I the Btud^ of language, he lost none of his 
interest m the objects to which it is applied ; 
\ for he still remembered that " things are 
' the sons of God, and that words are the 
daughters of men." He had that ardent 
j thirst for knowledge which is the true schol- 
ar's moving power ; this prompted him to 



his investigations, and sustained liim in 
their progress. When an opinion was pro- 
posed, he never so mdch as asked whether 
it was new. or whether it was old; but his 
constant and only inquiry was, is it true 7 
And how great was his gratification, when 
successful m his search after truth, we may 
learn from his own statement ; "While en- 
gaged in composing ray dictionary, I was 
often so much excited by the discoveries 1 
had made, that my pulse, whose ordinary 
action is scarcely sixty beats to the minute, 
was accelerated to eighty or eighty five." 
As he welcomed truth in all forms, so he 
dared to introduce it to the world, trusting 
that it would win its way to the confidence 
of others. And if, delvmg in the mine of 
original investigation, he sometimes threw 
up to the light masses of truth too large to 
enter immediately into general circulation, 
he had the satisfaction of knowing that 
there were those who understood its value. 
Indeed, he often had the gratification to 
see many truths become current, which, at 
their first presentation, were rejected. And 
if, in the progress of his investigations, con- 
tinued for so many years, he found reason 
to change an opinion, he had the magna- 
nimity to make the recantation as public as 
the avowal. 

Equally remarkable was his love of vir- 
tue. His sensibility was easily moved, 
either by what is right in conduct, on the 
one hand, or by what is wrong, on the 
other. He could not speak of moral dis- 
tinctions with indifierence. His heart, his 
voice, his pen, and his conduct were always 
on the side of virtue, and order, and reli- 
gion. As a lover of the human race, of 
his country, of his friends, of his Grod. no 
man could belter discharge the various 
duties of his station, or dispense, with a 
more winning grace, afl the sweet chari- 
ties of life. In his last years, he had good 
health, and unimpaired mind, and '^ that 
which should accompany old age, as honor, 
love, troops of friends." In his last days, 
he enjoyed the hopes of the gospel. Death 
took him not by surprise. Wherk afler a 
short illness, the announcement ol his ap- 
proaching dissolution was made to him, 
" I am ready," was his simple and sublime 
reply. He met the King of Terrors, say- 
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mg, «I know in whon I hacve believed; I 
have no doubti, no fears.'' He died on 
the 28th of May, 1848, in the eightj-fifth 
year of his age. 

But he wvi long be remembered by 
many, as the youthful soMier, who was 
ready, if need be, to poor out his blood 
and his life together for the land of his 
birth $ Bs the uioughtful politician, who 
early devised a scheme ior uniting the 



states under a OonstitutioD, soeh as the 
oountrv now enjoys ; as the grateful citi- 
zen, who gallantly sprang to the defense 
of Washinfftoo, when factious men rose 
up against oim ; as the laborious lexicoc^ 
rapher, who throws a strong and stea^ 
Ikrht upon the English languaffe; as the 
dhristian moralist, <* who taught millioDi 
to read but not one to sin.*

5. Distinction between Verbs in ixe and iae,—

i», as baptize, kfaUze, tec. Cateckise and 
exorcise are exceptions. Verbs, and also some 
Aoims, derived otrectly from the French, with 
a few tnm other sources, end in ur, as mdoer- 
tisCf advise, qffranckisef amortise, ckastise, cir- 
cumcise, comprise, compromise, criticise, demise, 
despise, devise, dirfranchise, disguise, divertise, 
emprise, enfirmickise, enierj^rise, exercise, manu^ 
mxM, merMondise, mispnse, (to mistake,) pre- 
mise, reprise, (to take again,) revise, supervise, 
surmise, suirprue, 

6. Dsrminations in able.— ilMf, when incor- 
porated into words ending with silent e, cuts

7. Comwrni^ of words ending in 11.— 43uch 
compounas as befaH, miscaU, install, forestall, 
intkrall, enroU, retain the double 2, to prevent 
a false pronunciation, brfal, enrol tec. For 
the same reason, double l should be retained 
in the noons installment, vntkraBmenl, tkratt- 
dom, and enroUmenL 
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8. Defense, offense, and pretense. — In these 
words, 1 is sabstituted for c, because s is used 
in the derivatives, as defensive^ offensvoe^ pre- 
tension. The words expense, recompense, and 
license have, on this ground, undergone the 
same alteration within comparatively a short 
period, aDd a change in the three mentioned 
above, would complete the analogy. These 
words are here given in both forms of spelling. 

9. Foreua, distiU. insiiU, fulfilL—ThiBse 
words retain the U ot their primitives, for it 
must be retained in the participles and other 
derivatives, as foretelling, distiller, &c. In this 
case it is onlv necessary to remember the rule, 
that the spelling of the original words, tell, 
sliU,JiU, is retained in all the derivatives. 

10. Connection, deflection, inflection^ rejlec- 
^tVm.— These follow the spelling of their verbs, 
connect, dec. 

1 1 . Derivatives of dull, skill, will, and fuU.-^ 
These retain the U, sls dullness, fuUTiess, skiUful, 
willful, to prevent the inconvenience of excep- 
tions to a general rule. Walker says, there is 
no reason why we should not write dullness, 
fitUnesf, skiUfui and willful, as well as slijfness, 
gruffhess, and crossness. 

12. Derivatives of villain. — The derivatives 
of villain ought to retain the i, as in villain- 
ous, villaiTif, &c. This is the case in all sim- 
ilar words when the ain is not under the ac- 
cent, as mouTUainous from mountain, captaincy 
from caj4mn, dcoi Both modes of spelling, 
however, are given in this volume. 



13. Mould and mouU. — These words shoald 
be written indd and moU. like gold, bold, fold, 
coU, &c., in which the u nas been dropped or 
was never introduced ; but they are heie 
given in both ways. 

14. TT^.— This word takes the final e, like 
doe, foe, koe, doe, toe, and all similar nouns of 
one syllable. The termination in o belongs 
among monosyllables to the other parts of 
speech, ^tgo, so, and to nouns of more than one 
syllable, as motto, potato, tomato, &c. 

15. Practice, as a Verb.— This verb should 
be spelled like the noun, with a c^ as in notice, 
apprentice, and all similar words m which the 
accent precedes the last syllable. The distinc- 
tion of spelling between the noun and verb 
belongs properly to words accented on the last 
syllable, as device, n., devise (pronounced de- 
vize',) V. To apply the distinction here, and 
spell the verb practise, tends to give it ihe same 
pronunciation (practize,) as we often find in 
uneducated persons; but as ihis spelling, 
though in opposition to the regular analogv, 
is more prevalent, the verb is here given In 
both ways. 

16. Drouth is given as spelled b^ Spenser, 
Bacon, dec, and as still extensively pro- 
nounced ; and kigU as spelled by Milton, and 
derived from high. They are, however, placed 
under drought and hei^, the more ordinary 
spelling, though, on some accounts, the old 
spelling is to be preferred. 



ACCENT AND PRONUNCIATION. 



1 . Improper DipMkongs. — In these, the vowel 
which is sounded is alone marked, as in ai, 
ea, or ea 6u, &c. 

2. Double Accent (").— This is used in two 
cases: (1) When in such words as an"ger 
(pronounced ang^ger,) the g is, as it were, 
drawn back to the preceding syllable, forming 
with n the sound of ti^, while it is also retainea 
with its proper hard sound in its own syllable. 
(2) When, m the case of « or i followed by ci 
or ti, the sound of s& is drawn back to the pre- 
ceding syllable, as in discre^tion, vi^'ctous, 
(pronounced diskresh'un, vish'us.) The 
double accent is also used when the sound of 
zk is drawn back, as in transi'^tion, vi"sion^ 
(pronounced transizh'un, vizh'un.) When 



the single accent (') and double accent (") 
both occur on the same word, the former is to 
be considered the primary and the latter the 
secondary accent, as in ckeese'mjon*'ger. 

3. Accented Syllables.— Vfltexi an accented 
syllable ends in a consonant, the vowel which 
it contains has its regular short sound, unless 
otherwise denoted according to the key. 

4. Long a before t. — The lonff sound of a 
before r in the same syllable, as heard in fare, 
pair, parent, bear, &c., is nearly the same as 
in fate ; or, more exactly, it begins with the 
latter sound, and ends with the faint sound of 
e or a. In this case, however, the a should 
never be made a distinct syllable, fa''er, 
pay'rent, but fare, &c. So prayer, though 
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Spelled in two syllables, shoald bepi^noanced 
in one, as prare. By many, however, the first 
part of this compound sound is entirely omit- 
ted, and the a in fare, &c., is pronounced like 
the a in duty bat much leugthened in c|uantity. 
This, according to all the later orthoepists, is 
a departure from true English usage. 

5. lUUian a. — The sound of a in far, daunt, 
&Cm and its sound in fast, pant, Ace, being 
radically the same, is represented by the same 
character, a. Yet in words like fast, clasp, 
ask, pass, waft, path, pant, Ace, the sound is 
not so much prolonged as in far; and in such 
words as dance, advantage, it is shortened 
still more, and by some is changed into the 
sound of a in lot. 

6. Broad a. — The distinction between the 
broad a (a) or aw, and the same sound short- 
ened (a,; as in what, is readily perceive j. In 
some words, however, as salt, cobalt, &c., the 
a is not so broad as in all, nor so short as in 
what ; bat in respect to this nicer distinction 
the ear musi decide. 

7. Long u.— The long or open sound of u 
has been considered by many as a di[ihthong 
composed of f or y and oo. Dr. Webster re- 
garded it, in most cases, as a peculiar vowel 
sound nearly resembling and 00, but so much 



closer as hardly to be diphthonCTl ; and con- 
sidered it as sounded yoo only when it begins 
a syllable, or when it is heard in certain ter- 
minaiions, as in ure^ 'dec. There is a strong 
tendency, which ought to be carefully avoided, 
to change this sound into 00 after d, t, I, it, and 
s, as d^ty for duty. &c.; but in avoiding 
this, as Smart remarks, the u must be kept 
very close, and not run into dyiUy or de-uty. 
Walker sounds u like 00 after r; but even 
here, the best speakers, in Dr. Webster's view, 
give a slight softening between the vowel and 
the consonant, pronouncing rude in a less 
broad and open manner than rood, i. ^., giving 
the u its distinctive sound. 

8. RespeUingfor Pronfwndatum. — Tl) In re- 
spelling the French en^ oit, Ace, the letters ng 
are designed simply to mark the vowel as 
nasal^ and are not to be pronounced them- 
selves. (2) The respelling of a word, when 
a number of related words follow, applies to 
all of them down to some other won! which 
is respelled. (3) Compound words, which 
are not respelled or otherwise marked, are to 
be pronounced like the simple words of which 
they are composed ; but of and with at the end 
of compounds, as hereof, heremth, have their 
final consonants soimded as in dojf, smiM.
